THERE MAT BE SUMETHING IN 
Ir FOR RENO. 

The Carson and Colorado railroad is 
progressing southward rapidly, and in 
a few months will tap the great base- 
metal belt in Inyo county, where large 
quantities of argentiferous ores await 
transportation to some point where 
they may be reduced. Miners have 
been in that region for years, holding 
on to their claims and doing assess- 
ment work, strong in the belief that 
some day cheap transportation would 
enable them to realize returns from 
their mines. The new southern road 
will pass along this belt at a distance 
of from three to ten miles off, and if a 
business is made of shipping ores for 
reduction it may be that Reno will be 
benefited by it. Fuel can be obtained 
here in endless quantity and at low 
prices, while water power here is un- 
limited. With these requisites Reno 
ought to be able to bid for the trade 
and traffic that will undoubtedly fol- 
low the development of Taye county 
mines. 


_ EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The steamship Alaska, of the Guion 
line, now stands at the head of the 
list of fast ocean vessels. The recent 
trip across the Atlantic wae accom-— 
plished in 7 days 6 hours 43 minutes 
actual. She sailed from New York 
March 21st and passed Fastnet at 5:29 
P. M. on the 28th. The fastest voy- 
age which had been made previous to 
this was by the famous Arizona, also 
of the Guion Line, whieh crossed the 
Atlantic in 7 days 7 hours and 48 
minutes. The weather is not reported 
to have been unusually fine.

TO-DAY’S NEWS 


Press Dispatches to Evexine Gazerrs. 
EASTERN. 


Anti-Chinece Meeting in Chicago, 
Curcaco, April 16. 
The anti-Chinese meeting here last 
evening was a great success in point of 
attendance and enthusiasm. It was 
the first of a series to be held under 


the representative body of the wages- 


workers of Chicago, who hope to create 
here a public sentiment which shall 
spread over the country, and bring 
about the re-enactment of a Chinese 
bill. The 500 tradesmen were cailed 
to order by Mr. Rogers, President of 
the assembly; Mayor Harrison was 
chosen chairman of the meeting. His 
Honor, who was warmly greeted, said 
he had not prepared a speech, but the 
subject wes one to which he had given 
much thought. When news came 
from Washington that the President 
had vetoed the bill restricting Chinese 
immigration there was a feeling of 
pain in the hearts of ninestenths of the 
people west. of the Allegbanys, and 
thousands east. There was indigna- 
tion on the part of millions, especially 
in California, where the Chinese were 
a curse and a nuisance. Hayes blun- 
dered, but Arthur went deeper into 
the question, teeling called upon to 
eulogize the Chinese and te applaud 
them. The Mayor did not intend to 
say anything of a party nature, but it 
behoeved him to remark that the 
party behind Arthur, feeling that he 
had committed a terrible blunder, was 
deing its level best to correct it. The 
Democrats had not surk deep enough 
in folly to attempt to check the pass- 
age of a restrictive Chinese bill. The 
question was whether we were to 
allow -that vast hive of humanity 
(400, C00, C00 people) to come here. 
William Halley of Sacramento was 
the next speaker. He said he had 
lived in California eight years, and 
knew what a curse the Chinese were 
to that State. The Burlingame treaty, 
which was responsible for their com- 
ing, was a delusion, the Chinese car- 
ing nothing for it, and the United 
States deriving no benefit from it, as 
was anticipated. Morally and socially, 
physically and politically, the Chinese 
were a disappointment, and not desira- 
ble as neighbors. They were simply 
imitators—originating nothing. They 
did not progress; on the contrary, they 
had been going backward for 300 
years. Referring to the veto, the 
speaker said Arthur’s reasons were 
very wenk. The mouopolists and their 
hireling preachers telegraphed him to 
do it. These men were in league 
against the producing classes of the 
country, and it was time there was a 
change. No people had ever stood as 
much as those of California, having 
the remedy in their own hands. He 


did not think the President should. 


have the power to veto everything i in- 
discriminately.

FourChildren Poisoned at Susanvilie--- 
One of the Namber Dies. 


The Lassen Advocate of the 13th 
gives particulars of the accidental 
poisoning of four children at that 
place last week, brief ‘mention of 
which was made in the Gazerre of 
last Saturday. They were digging 
for angle-worms, and came across 


what they supposed. were wild pota- 
toes, which the eldest boy said were 
good to eat, arid he set the example. 
The children were soon after found 
writhing upon the ground in great 
agony. One of the number deing 
very sick, vomited up some of the 
parsnip, and thus revealed the cause 


of their sickness. Medical aid was 
immediately sent for, but by the time 
it arrived the older boy, who had 
eaten a greater quantity than the oth- 
ers, was found to be past help. At- 
tention waa then turned to the others, 
and by the free use of mustard as an 
emetic the contents of their stomachs 
were ejected, About nine o’clock the 
oldest boy, Charles T. Sherman, aged 
about ten years, died. The sufferings 
of this poor little fellow were beyond 
description. From the time he was 
found until his death he had eonvul- 
sion after convulsion withont cessa- 
tion longer than seven minutes. Noth- 
ing could be done to alleviate his 
sufferings. The other children, after 
the parsnip had been ejected, suffered 
with spasms until about nine o'clock. 
Fears were entertained that they 
could not be saved, but through the 
untiring efforts of physicians and 
frieqis they are at this writing out of 
danger: We hope this will be a warn- 
ing to all the little ones, and hereafter 
they will be very careful what they 
pick up and eat. The names of the 
little ones are Arthar Long, Charles 
T. Sherman, Henry and Eddie Burton 
aged respectively 8, 10, 5 and 3 years. 
The best antidotes for this poison are 
mustard and sweet oil. The Indians 
frequently make a mistake in gather- 
ing roots, and get hold of this exceed- 
ingly poisonous one. They have an 
antidote, but what it is we have been 
unable to aséertain—but few of them 
die from its effects. The tops are 
harmless, and unless the roots are 
partaken of the effects are not serious. 
The best antidote to be used on ani- 
mals ‘is whisky. ‘

On June 3d there will be a sweep- 
The officers of the Nevada Central | , 


NEIGHBORS RIGHTS. 
No Man is Justifid in Trespa-sing 
Upon Others, 


If Brown’s pig gets into Smith’s in- 
closure, a growl ensues; and if Smith’s 
cow inadvertantly retaliates by grazing 
in Brown’s flower garden, a riot fol- 
lows. The magnitude of the ensuiag 
disturbance is accorling to the size of 
the trespassing animals. Probably two 
elephants depredating upon the pro- 
perty of different owners would excite 
a long and bloody war between two 


nations, But as we seldom find two 
neighbors owning a pet elephant each, 
such distracting occurrences are rare, 
The pig and cow business is common, 
however. Two neighbors were 
slaughtering each other with words 
this morning, and they reminded one 
of the man (Smith is à good name for 
him) whose cow was an exasperating 
bother to an adjoining farmer. One 
day the latter, enraged at the foraging 
quadruped, cut her tail off, close up. 
Next day Smith caught the farmer’s 
‘sow ravaging his vegetable patch, and 
slit her chops, clear up to ber ears. 
Depend upon it there were some 
“riotous conducts” between the bel- 
igerents, Neither one would admit 
that he had mangled the other's ani- 
mal, and the row was settled in court 
upon the presunption that the farmer's 
sow had split her jaw laughing at the 
farmer's cow’s tail. There are num- 
bers of statutes in the records of dif.- 
ferent countries protecting neighbors 
from injury by each other’s careless- 
ness or misdeeds. In some of the 
English co!onies, for instance, it you 
were to turn a pair of rabbits down in 
some parts, you would be liable to 
six months imprisonment with hard 
laber. If your neighbor did not cut 
down his thistles or other seed-spread- 
ing weeds, he could be summoned be- 
fore the magistrates, whu would order 
him to cut them down within a rea- 
sonable time, and if he did not do it, 
it would be done for him at a much 
greater cost. Noman hada right to 
do anything at all calculated to in- 
jure his neihbor. This is the prin- 
ciple at issue in the great debris trial 
in California.

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Broom Corn. 

A great deal of broom corn is now 
brought from the East, and as it is a 
profitable product farmers are recom- 
mended to devote some attention to its 
cultivation. The seed, when mixed 
with corn, and ground, makes valua- 
ble feed for stock and poultry, especial- 
ly young chickens. The yield of seed 
is fully equal to that of corn, and re- 
quires less to harvest. Compared with 
wheat or corn as a crop, broom corn is 
more profitable, and always in de- 
mand. The Los Angeles broom facto- 
ry furnishes seed gratis to those who 
will undertake its cultivation, and it 
is to be hoped that the farmers will 
hereafter give this subject the attention 
it deserves. The Gazerre has referred 
tu this before, but, seeing so much 
about it in the Calitornia papers, is 
constrained to mention it again.

Railroad men have their tender spots 
like men in all other professions. 
There are many peculiarities which 
run through the whole class that are 
never felt by other classes, who in turn 
each indulge in some mystery of their 
own. Probably the boys of the rail 
are net more superstitious than other 
classes, and yet it is the universal be- 
lief among them that every severe acci- 
dent which occurs will be followed by 
two more. The feeling at such times 
is tobe more than ordinarily careful, 
and some men even ask for leaves of 
absence for a short time. There are 
several men who have been railroading 
here for years who live in the daily 
belief that their end will be violent. 
One conductor yesterday remarked to 
a GAZETTE reporter that he looked for 
his time to come at any moment now, 
as he had run beyond the average. He 
said he hoped that he would not be 
maimed or crippled, but that bis end 
would be as near instantaneous as pos- 
sible, and he would not have to lie and 
suffer.
